The rea.-on for the high prices 
of improved land in Fayette and 
l5ourbon counties, as compared 
with the unimproved value, ac- 
cording to th(- ofticials here, is 
the fact that there arc many es- 
tates owned by wealthy men md 
which have on them many thou- 
sands ot dollars worth of im- 
I>rovement.«. 

The average vali:,- of Koi- 
tncky farm lands at the close of 
the year was $57 an acre for im- 
proved land and $42 an acre for 
unimproved land. This compares 
with $f)5 an acre lor improved 
laiKi in 1921 ; $83 in 1920 and $81 
ill 1919 and $4^1 an acre for uu- 
iuiproved land in 19J1 ; $02 in 
1920 and $60 in 1919. 

Fleven counties reported im- 
proved lauds as valued at more 
than $100 an acre.
